BILL 
further to amend the Kerala University Act, 1969. 

Preamble . — WHEREAS it is necessary further to amend the 
Kerala University Act, 1969, for the purposes hereinafter appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Twenty - first year of the Republic of India 
as follows: 

1. Short title and commencement.-- This Act may be called the 
Kerala University ( Second Amendment) Act, 1970 . 

( 2 ) It shall come into force at once.. 
2. Amendment of Section 2. - In section 2 of the Kerala Univer 
sity Act, 1969 (hereinafter referred to as the Principal Act ), after 
clause ( 3 ) , the following clause shall be inserted , namely : 

“ (3a ) " Appellate Tribunal” means the Appellate Tribunal 
constituted under section 59A ;" . 

3. Amendment of section 50 .-- In section 50 of the principal Act , 
after the words " educational agency." wherever they occur, the 
words "or corporate management" shall be inserted . 

4. Amendment of section 52 - In section 52 of the principal Act, 
in sub-section (1 ), for the words " educational agency of that 
college" , the words " educational agency or corporate management, 
as the case may be," shall be substituted . 

5. Amendment of section 53.- In section 53 of the principal 
Act, 

(i) for sub -sections ( 1), (2) and (3 ), the following sub 
.sections shall be substituted , namely : 

" ( 1) no person shall be appointed as the Principal of a 
private college unless he 

( a ) possesses such qualifications ; 

( b ) has such experience; and 
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(c ) is not subject to such disqualifications, as may be 
prescribed by the statutes . 

(2 ) The appointment to the post of Principal shall be made 
by the educational agency or the corporate management, as the case 
may be, from among the teachers of the college or of all the colleges, 
as the case may be , or , if the educational agency or the corporate 
management so desires , from among other persons who may apply 
for appointment to the post in response to and in accordance with 
an advertisement made by the educational agency or the corporate 
nianagement in that behalf : 

Provided that other things being equal, except for reasons to 
be specified , preference shall be given to the senior -most teacher 
of the college, or , as the case may be, of all the colleges . 

( 3 ) An advertisement under sub -section ( 2 ) shall be in such 
form and shall be published in such manner as may be prescribed 
by the statutes " ; 

(ii) in sub -sections (4 ) and ( 7), for the words "Governing 
body or managing council" , the words " educational agency or 
corporate management" shall be substituted . 

( iii) in sub - section (5 ) , for the word, brackets and figure, 
" sub -section ( 4 ) ” , the words, brackets and figures sub -section (2 ) 
or sub -section (4 ) ” shall be substituted ; 

( iv ) in sub - section ( 9 ) , for the word " syndicate " , in both 
the places where it occurs, the word “ Vice-chancellor" shall be 
substituted . 

6 . Amendment of section 55 .-- In section 55 of the principal Act, 
for the words " governing body or managing council " , wherever they 
occur, the words " educational agency or corporate management 
shall be substituted . 
7. Amendment of section 56. - In section 56 of the principal Act , - 

( i) for sub- section ( 2 ) , the following sub - sections shall be 
substituted , namely : 

" ( 2 ) No teacher of a private college shall be kept under sus 
pension by the educational agency or the .corporate manageniert 
for a continuous period exceeding 15 days without disciplinary 
proceedings being initiated against him . 

(2A ) Any disciplinary proceedings initiated under sub -section 
( 2 ) shall be completed within a period of two months from the 
date of initiation of the proceedings or within such further periud 
as may be sanctioned by the Vice Chancellor on application by the 
educational agency or the corporate management, as the case 


may be; "

(ii) for sub -section (4 ) , the following sub-sections shall be 
substituted , namely : 

" (4 ) Any teacher aggrieved by an order passed after the com 
mencement of this Act in any disciplinary proceedings taken against 
him may, within sixty days from the date on which a copy of such 
order is served on him or within sixty days from the commence 
ment of the Kerala University ( Second Amendment) Act, 1970 , 
whichever period expires later, appeal to the Appellate Tribunal, 
and the Appellate Tribunal may, after giving the appellant and 
respondent an opportunity of being heard and after such further 
inquiry as may be necessary , pass such order on the appeal as it 
may deem fit . 

(5 ) An order under sub - section ( 4 ) may contain a direction 
for the re- instatement of the appellant in cases where the Appellate 
Tribunal is satisfied that th removal or dismissal of the appellant 
was not in accordance with law or a direction to carry out such 
other remedial measures as it deems fit, and the educational agency 
or the corporate management, as the case may be, shall comply 
with such direction . 

(6 ) An order of the Appellate Tribunal for award of any 
compensation to the appellant may be executed through the Munsiff s 
Court having jurisdiction over the area in which the College is 
situate as if it were a decree passed by that court.. 

( 7 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section ( 1) , 
where the disciplinary proceedings initiated against a teacher is not 
completed within the period referred to in sub -section (2A ) , such 
teacher may prefer an application to the Appellate Tribunal for 
his re - instatement in service and the Appellate Tribunal may, if 
it is satisfied that the delay in completing the disciplinary proceed 
ings. is due to causes not beyond the control of the educational 
agency or the corporate management, as the case may be, pass 
an order for the re-instatement of the teacher pending completion 
of the disciplinary proceedings, and such order shall be final. 

(8 ) Any person who objects to an order passed by the Appel 
late Tribunal under sub -section (4 ) may, within sixty days from 
the date on which a copy of such order is served on him , prefer 
a petition to the High Court on the ground that the Appellate 
Tribunal has either decided erroneously or failed to decide any 
question of law :: 

Provided that the High Court may admit a petition preferred 
after the period of sixty days aforesaid if it is satisfied that the 
petitioner had sufficient cause for not preferring the petition 
within the said period. 
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(9 ) A petition under sub -section ( 8 ) shall be accompanied by 
a fee of ten rupees. 

( 10 ) If the High Court on perusing the petition considers 
that there is no sufficient ground for interfering, it may dismiss 
the petition summarily : 

Provided that no petition shall be dismissed unless the peti 
tioner has had a reasonable opportunity of being heard . 

(11) If the High Court does not dismiss the petition summa 
rily , it shall , after giving both the parties to the petition a reason 
able opportunity of being heard , reverse, affirm or amend the order 
against which the petition was preferred or pass such other order 
in relation to the matter as the High Court thinks fit " . 

8. Insertion of new section 59A .-- After section 59 of the 
principal Act, the following section shall be inserted , namely : 

" 59A . Constitution of Appellate Tribunal.- ( 1 ) The Chancel 
lor shall constitute an Appellate Tribunal for the purposes of this 
Act. 

( 2 ) The Appellate Tribunal shall consist of the following 
members , namely : 

(a ) a Chairman ( to be nominated by the Chancellor ) from 
among 

District Judges who will not retire from service on 
superannuation or be reverted during a period of three years from 
the date of nomination . 

(b ) a person to be nominated by the Chancellor from among 
the members of the Syndicate ; and 

( c ) a person who is or has been an Officer not below the 
rank of Deputy Secretary to the Government of Kerala or the 
Government of any other State or the Government of India and 
whose total period of service under that Government in any capa 
city is not less than ten years , to be nominated by the Government . 

( 3 ) The term of office of the Chairman and the other members 
of the Appellate Tribunal shall be three years from the date of 
their nomination . 

(4 ) If any vacancy occurs in the office of the Chairman or 
any other member of the Appellate Tribunal, such vacancy shall 
be filled by a person to be nominated in this behalf by the autho 
rity which nominated the member whose vacancy has occurred . 

(5 ) If the members of the Appellate Tribunal differ in opinion 
on any point, the point shall be decided according to the decision 
of the majority . 
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(6 ) The remuneration and other conditions of service of the 
Chairman and other members of the Appellate Tribunal shail he 
such as may be prescribed by the Statutes . 

(7 ) The Appellate Tribunal shall, with the previous sanction 
of the Chancellor, make regulations for regulating its procedure 
and the disposal of its business. 

9. Amendment of section 61.- In section 61 of the principal 
Act, for the words " and the governing body or managing council" , 
in both the places where they occur, the words " or corporate 
management" shall be substituted. 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


Sub -sections ( 2 ) and (4 ) of sections 48 and 49, sub -sections 
( 1) , ( 2 ) , ( 3 ) and (9 ) of section 53, sub -sections ( 2 ) and (4 ) of 
section 56 , section 58 and section 63 of the Kerala University Act, 
1969 have been strick down by the High Court. The Supreme 
Court on appeal upheld the judgment of the High Court and further 
held that sub -section (6 ) of section 48 and sub -section ( 6 ) of 
section 49 are also invalid . Sub -sections (1 ) , ( 2 ) and (3 ) of 
section 53 relate to the appointment of Principals of private colleges 
and sub -section ( 9 ) of section 53 and sub -section ( 4 ) of section 56 
provide for appeal to the Syndicate by the aggrieved teachers 
in the matter of promotions and in disciplinary actions. It is 
considered necessary to suitably amend the Act in the light of the 
Judgments of the High Court and the Supreme Court by providing 
a revised procedure for the method of appointment of Principals 
of Private Colleges , and making provision for the constitution of 
an Appellate Tribunal to which appeals in matters relating to 
disciplinary actions may be preferred . Opportunity has also been 
taken to make certain other amendments in the Principal Act vhich 
are considered urgently necessary. 

2. The Bill is intended for the above purposes. 


FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


Clause 8 of the Bill provides for the constitution of an Appel 
late Tribunal consisting of a District Judge as Chairman and a 
member of the Syndicate and an Officer of Government not below 
the rank of a Deputy Secretary to Government as members . The 
expenditure towards the payment of remuneration to the Chair .. 
man and members of the Tribunal and other expenses connected

with the functioning of the Tribunal will have to be met from the 
funds of the University. The grant to the University from Govern 
ment will have to be proportionately increased for this purpose. 
The expenditure involved towards the payment of additional grant 
for this purpose will be approximately Rs. 60,000 per annum .

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AWARD 


The above dispute was referred to the Stale Arbitration Board by Govern 
ment for arbitration under Section 10A of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 , 
by Notification No. 615 /H2/68/HLD dated 15-1-1968. The matter relates to the 
dismissal of the following workers: 

1. Vasu ( 764) 
2 Varghese (866) 
3. Madhavan Pillai ( 1221 ) 
4. Shamsuddin ( 1246 ) 
5. Sellamuthu ( 9 ) 
6. Avadi Sanku (538 ) 
7. Muthayya (492) 
S. Achiyam.na ( 942) 
9. Chellappan (394 ) 
10. T. J. Varghese (393) 

11. Paul Raj (1113 ) . 
The case of the Union as set out in their clarification statement is as 
follows: 

All the above eleven dismissals are unsustainable in law or on merits ; the 
charges were false and cooked up in each case for various reasons. There had 
been no proper enquiry in any of the dismissals, none of the dismissed workers 
was given a reasonable opportunity to defend himself against the charge levelled 
against him . The entire procedure adopted by the management in all the above 
dismissals are vitiated, with ulterior motives of victimisation and are cases of 
unfair labour practice. It is also against all known norms of natural justice . 
The punishments awarded to all the 11 workers are excessive and are dis 
proportionate to the gravity of the offences charged with . 

1. Vasu (764) was charged with the alleged misconduct of theft that he sold 
15 kgs . of scrap rubber to a person and dismissed with effect from 11-6-1965 . 
The allegation against Vasu was false. He had never sold rubber to any body 
as alleged . This story was cooked up by one Luis, a temporary watcher at 
that time with ulterior motives . 

2. Varghese ( 866 ) was dismissed on 23rd July, 1965. The allegation against 
him was that some scrap rubber was found in his block. It is denied that he 
left any scrap rubber in his block. The allegations were false and manipulated . 
in his case also the allegation was cooked up by temporary watcher with 
ulterior motives . 

3. Madhavan Pillai ( 1221) 
1. Shamsudeen ( 1246) 

The above two workers were factory watchmen . They were charged with 
the alleged misconduct of wilful negligence. More specifically stated, they were 
charged with wilful negligence for reason that a battery from the tractor kept 
at the factory was found missing. The charge was not bona fide. There is 
no evidence to show that there was a battery in the tractor when the watchers 
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look charge of their duty. The allegation was manipulated for extranous 
reasons. 

5. Chellamuthu was dismissed for alleged misconduct under standing order 

2a) and (h ). It is denied that Chellamuthu ever disobeyed any lawful orders 
• of the superiors or behaved riotously at any time. This is a specific case where 

a worker was victimised for not joining another union as desired by an omcer 
of the estate . Chellamuthu was dismissed on 28-8-1965 . 
6. Avada Sanka (539 ) 
7. Muthayya (492 ) 

Both the above two workers were dismissed on 22-2-1966. They were charged 
with the alleged misconducts of wilful disobedience of lawful orders and mal. 
ingering. or slacking while at work . The allegations were false. They were 
victimised with ulterior motives and for extraneous reasons. 

8. Achiyamma (942) was a plucker in the western Tea division . She was 
dismissed on 1-11-1966 for the alleged misconduct of theft. The allegation 
levelled against her, that she collected latex from R6 block was unfounded and 
false. She never collected latex from any block in the estate as alleged. This 
was also a case manipulated for ulterior motives . 

9. Chellappan (394) was dismissed for alleged misconduct of riotous behaviour 
under standing order 22(h ). He was dismissed on 22-11-1966. The allegation 
against Chellappan is false and fabricated with ulterior motives. He has never 
behaved riotously and/or assaulted the conductor as alleged . 

10. T. d . Varghese (393) was dismissed for alleged misconduct under standing 
order 22 ( h ) that he assaulted the Assistant Conductor. The charge was false 
and cooked up with ulterior motives. He never assaulted the Assistant Con . 
ductor as alleged . 

11. Pal Raj (1113 ) was dismissed for misconduct under standing order 
22 ( a ) and (c ), wilful disobedience of lawful orders and habitual absence. The 
charges are baseless and manipulated . Pal Raj, was victimised for extraneous 
ftasons. 

In all the above eleven cases the dismissals are vitiated with all the infir 
mities which calls for interference and reversal of the orders of dismissal. 

The eleven workers are entitled to be reinstated with full back wages . 

Therefore it is prayed that the Board be pleased to find the issue in favour 
of the Union and award accordingly . 

The Management Aled a Reply Statement with regard to workers, Nos. 3 to 
11 in the order of Reverence, reserving liberty to file a supplemental reply 
statement as regards workers Nos. 1 & 2. In the reply statement, the Manage 
ment assert that the charges against each one of the dismissed workers are true, 
that the enquiries conducted against then were qute regular and free from 
any infirmities, that the findings arrived at in the enquiries are correct and 
unassailable and that their action in the dismissing the concerned workers does 
Lot warrant any interference. 

The Union filed a Replication re-afirming the correctness of all the 
averments made in their clarification statement. 


Towards the fag end of the trial, the Management filed a supplemental 
reply statement es regards workers Nos. (1) & (2), viz., Vasu No. 764 and 
Varghese Na 866. 

Before the Board , the Union cxamined WWs, 1 to 8 and marked Exhibits 
W1 to W3. The Management examined MWs 1 to 17 and marked Ext. Mi to 
M22. 

Ext. Mi is copy of the enquiry proceedings as regards workers Nos. 3 
to 11. Ext. 122 is copy of the enquiry proceedings regarding workers Nos. 1 & 2 . 

For the sake of convenience, it would be better to deal with the workers 
in their order as appearing in Ext. Mi. 
(1) Madhavan Pillai (Na 1221) and Shamsuddin ( No. 1246 ) 

Both these were night watchers in the Rubber Factory of the Estate. The 
charge tigainst them was that on account of their negligence, the Battery of 
the Tractor parked in the Rubber Factory compound was lost during the night 
of 5-10-1965, (a misconduct under Standing Order No. 22 (i)] The Battery was 
fourd missing at 6.45 a.m. on 6-10-1965, when the Tractor Driver went to start 
The Tractor. 
Though the charge sheets were identical, separate enquiries, were 

held 
against each of these workers. The Enquiry Oficer was the Assistant Superin 
tendent of the Estate K. N. Ganapathy. He is. MW16 . Pages 1 to 14 and 
pages 15 to 28 of Ext. Mi are the two relevant enquiry records. 

In : the domestic enquiry , VG. Samuel (Rubber Maker) . id P. K. 
Bhaskaran (Driver of the: Tractor) were examined by the Management. The 
workers did not. cxamine any witnesses on their behalf. The same Manage 
ment witnesses were examined before the Board also . They are MWs 9 and 
10. Out of the two :Workers Madhavan Pillai has examined himself here as 

.. 
17. The propriety and regularity of the domestic enquiry have not been chal 
lenged before us. So the sole point for determination is whether the charge 
has been brought home ilo the accused workers . 

The evidence of V. G. Samuel (MW9) either in the domestic enquiry or 
before us is not material. He only speaks to having received a report from 
the Tractor Driver on the morning of 6-10-1965 at 6.45 that the Battery was 
missing from the tractor and that he went and personally verified about it. 
The more important evidence is that of the driver Bhaskaran (MW 10). He 
says that on 5-10-1965 at 7.30 p.in.," he took the tractor to the factory and 
parked it there and when he went there at 6.45 a.m. on the moining of 
6-10-1965 to take it out the battery was missing . The findings of the Enquiry 
Oncer recorded at page 11 of Ext. "Mi and at page 25 of Ext. Mi would show 
that he has found the accused workers guilly on the strength of the solitary 
circumstance th:al the battery was lost during their duty hours . In fact he 
has presumed negligence on their part from the single fact of the loss of the 
factory. He candidly admits it at page 3 of his deposition as MW16 , 
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We are afraid we cannot uphold the above Anding of the Enquiry Onicer. 
To hold the accused guilty of the charge, it must first be clearly established 
that at the time the tractor was left in the factory premises on the night of 
5-10-1965 , the battery was in the tractor. There is no stasifactory evidence on 
this point. Indeed,MW16 concedes that he has not tried to ascertain it and 
that he went solely by the records which presumably could only mean the 
report made to him by MW9. It is also evidence that on the night of 
5-10-1965 , the tractor was parked not at its usual place in the veranda in front 
of the Rubber Factory but on a slope near the car shed on the rear of the 
Factory building. This , again according to the evidence given in the enquiry, 
was because the battery was weak and the tractor had to be pushed for starting 
The engine. This is a very significant circumstance because it lends consider 
able support to the theory advanced by the Union Counsel that the tractor was 
parked on a slope for the simple reason that there was no ballery in it. In 
this connection , we may also state that it is not the case of the Management 
tha ! the attention of the watchers had been 

drawn to the existence 
of the battery in the tractor when it was parked . The evidence of MW10 does 
not also inspire confidence since he would say that the battery was weak which 
is belied by the report (at page 1 of Ext. Mi) where it is mentioned as a new 
battery. 

There is one more aspect we would like to advert lo . Even assuming 
everything against the accused workers, we cannot help feeling that this is a 
case where the Management is not altogether free from blame and it may even 
be said that they are guilty of contributory negligence. We say this because 
we find from the evidence that the factory premises which is about 2 acres in 
extent is not adequately fenced or walled and there are also no lighting 
arrangements. The night watchers who are only two in number are also 
admittedly allowed to keep watch by turns and it takes about 30 minutes to 
make one round of the factory premises. So it would be very easy for any 
miscreant to steal the battery and make away with it without attracting the 
nolice of the watchers . 

Thus after taking all the above facts and circumstances into consideration , 
we are of opinion that the disnuissals of these two workers cannot stand . We 
accordingly direct the Management to reinstate them in service. These two 
workers will have the benefit of continuity of service but not back wages. 


( 2 ) Sellamuthu ( 9 ) 

The charge against this worker who was employed in the Tea Factory was two 
fold viz., (1 ) Wilful insubordination and disobedience of lawful and reasonable 
order of his superior in that on 26-8-1965 at about 11.15 a.in., while employed 
in the Rolling room , he refused to feed the roller when asked by the Tea Maker 
to do so and (2) Riotous and disorderly behaviour on the premises of the estate 
in that on the same day and at about the same time and as part of the same 
transaction he misbehaved towards the Tea Maker and abused him and raised 
his cloth in a vulgar and indecent manner in the presence of the other workers. 


The enquiry in this case was conducted by K. N. Ganapathy (MW16 ) . I. 
the enquiry, the Management examined three witnesses, viz ., (1 ) K. G. Mathew 
( Tea Maker), (2 ) Ramakrishna Pillai (Supervisor) and (3) Pappi (another 
worker ) , All these witnesses corroborate one another. The accused worker 
examined 3 witnesses on his behalf. The Enquiry Mcer accepted the 
evidence of the Management witnesses and found the accused guilty under both 
the charges. The accused worker had previous punishments also to his credit. 
Therefore he was ordered to be dismissed. Pages 29 to 52 of Ext. Mi contain 
the relevant enquiry proceedings . 

Before the Board,the accused worker has not chosen to appear and contest 
the Anding of the Enquiry Officer . K. G. Mathew and Ramakrishna Pillai 
were examined by the Management as MWs 11 and 12 . 

We are satisfied that the evidence adduced in the enquiry as well as here 
fully establish the misconduct alleged. Learned Counsel for the Union, Mr. 
Raman Pillai also did not seek to challenge the finding in this regard. He 
however argued that the word " Maryada " used by the Tea Maker might have 
heer misunderstood by the worker and made him lose his temper and behave 
in the manner he did and therefore he pleaded that the dismissal may be con 
verted into discharge and the worker paid his gratuity . Learned Counsel for 
the Management was no objection to this course. We also feel that the course 
suggested above would meet the ends of justice. Hence we order that the order 
of dismissal in this case would be converted into one of discharge and the 
worker paid whatever gratuity he would be eligible for under law , if he has not 
been already paid the same. 


(3 ) Avada Sangoo (No. 539) and Muthiah (No. 492) 

They were ordinary field workers employed in the East Tea Division of the 
estate. The charge against them was the same namely, "Wilful insubordination 
or disobedience of any lawful and reasonable order of a superior and malinge 
ring or slacking whilst at work " which are misconducts under clauses (a ) and 
(p ) of Standing Order 22. The allegation is that whilst employed on weeding 
in Field No. 16 on 19-1-1966 from 8 a. m . to 12 Noon, they were repeatedly 
warned by the conductor and supervisor to stop working slowly and to work at 
a reasonable speed and that they continued to disobey those instructions. It 
is also further alleged that even after repeated instructions to desist from maliti 
gering at their work they took no notice but continued to work slowly . 

The enquiry was a joint one against both and it was conducted by W. Y. 
Sharpe, Superintendent of the Estate . Pages 53 to 91 of Ext. Mi contain the 
relevant enquiry proceedings. The Management examined the conductor. 
Daniel and the Supervisor Michael. They gave very clear and cogent evidence 
in support of the charges . According to them , while the other workers did 
around 45 to 50 bushes between 8 a.m. and 12 Noon , Avada Sangoo did only 
18 bushes and Muthiah did only 20 bushes during that time. The Accused exa 
mined a co-worker by name Money as a defence witness . Even his evidence 
was more helpful to the prosecution than to the defence. The Enquiry Omcer 
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naturally accepted the evidence of the Management and found th : charges 
- proved aud in view of their previous punishments which included even dismis 

als , ordered them to be dismissed from service. The finding which begins from 
page 80 of Ext. Mi contains a very careful scrutiny of the evidence and other 
material factors. It will do credit to any judicial authority . 

Before this Board, Daniel & Michael are respectively Mw 1 and 4. Their 
evidence is in conformity with what they have stated in the enquiry. The 
accused workers gave evidence as WW4 and WW5. They have tried to develop a 
new case, namely that they were put to work on exceptionally hard and tough 
fcrrain and in that way they were discriminated against from the other workers 
who were employed in the same work . There is no such plea either in the 
clarification statement of the Union or in their replication or cren in the enquiry 
and therefore it can only be considered as an after-thought. Their past record 
also shows that they have been punished for the same and similar offences 
several times in the past. Learned Counsel for the Union pressed onl 

the plea 
of discrimination. For the reasons stated above it has only to be rejected. 

We therefore hold that the dismissal of these two workers was for very 
proper and good reasons and that the action of the Management merits no 
interference. 
1 ) Achiamma (No. 942 ) . 

She was a worker in the West Tea Division of the Estate. The charge 
against her was " theft fraud or dishonesty in connection with the employers 
business or property " in that she was seen collecting rubber shell scrap from 
the estates rubber field R. 61 on the 19th September, 1966 , at about 2 p . m . by 
Iwo of the estate watchers. 

The enquiry was conducted by the Estate Superintendent Sharpe (AW 17 ). 
Pages 92 to 111 of Ext. Mi are the enquiry records. 

In the enquiry, the Management examined P. M. Chacko (Supervisor), 
C. Rassiah (Supervisor of West Division ) and Thankachan (a worker). The 
evidence of supervisor Chackko is to the effect that he was asked by the Assistant 
Superintendent on that day to go to field R 61 as come trees had been tapped 
there and watch for the persons who would come to collect the scrap from the 
lapped trees. About 400 to 500 trees had been tapped unauthorisedly in that fleld . 
Himself and Rassiruh hid at a particular place and kept watch . At about ? p.in. 
ihey heard a sound from the field of soine ne cutting frewood . Then they 
proceeded towards thal direction and saw Achiamma collecting the shell scrap 
and also come firewood . When questioned about it, she said thy shell scrap 
was meant for lighting fire. The quantity she collected weighed about 2 kgs. This 
version grits support from the evidence of the other two witnesses also . The 
cross examination of these witnesses by Achiamma was very meagre ad incf 
feclual. At the end of the enquiry , Achiamma made a statement admitting most 
of the facts alleged by the Management but denying any connection with the 
shell scrap. She also put forward a case that this charge has been fosted on 
her only because she refused to own the scrap and name four other persons 
usher accomplices . 
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Before the Board, the aforesaid Management witnesses have been examined 
as Mis 13 , 14 and 15. They stick to their version given in the enquiry 
Achiamma has examined herself as WWI. 

This is a case where the Enquiry Oficer had sufficient evidence to find 
the accused guilly of the charge. The enquiry also is not impeached in any 
way . It is however argued by Mr. Raman Pillai that having regard to the fact 
Thut a prolonged striko had been going on in the estate at the relevant time and 
also that it was usual for the workers to collect Arewood , the conduct of the 
accused may be viewed leniently . He would also argue that no mens rea lias 
been proved to make out the offence of theft. We are unable to agree. The 
evidence adduced in the enquiry clearly este blishes that the accused had collected 
shell scrap along with firewood from the field which was not her normal place of 
work. In these circumstances, we are left with no option but to uphold the finding 
of the Enquiry Officer. The punishment awarded , namely , dismissal cannot also 
be regarded as excessive having regard to enormity of the crime. Hence the 
dismissal of this worker will be maintained . 
(5 ) . Chellappan (No. 394 ). 

This worker was charged with the offence of riotous and disorderly be 
haviour under clause (h ) of Standing Order No. 22, in that, on 1-11-1966 in the 
morning, he obstructed the East Division Conductor Johnson Daniel and abused 
and assaulted him with stones. 

The ecquiry was conducted by MW 17. Pages 112 to 138 of Ext. Mi, cover 
the enquiry proceedings. Daniel was examinel. He narrated the incident in 
Jetail. Oré Ayyapp :1, Assistant Superintendent of the East Division was also 

examined , as a person to whom Daniel had report the incident on the same 
• day. The doctor in the estate who treated Daniel for the injury caused by the 

stone throwing was also examined . There were no adeperdent eye witnesses 
who had seen the incident as the place was a secluded spot. The accused attemp 
ted to make out that Daniel was the aggressor . " He however admitted having 
thrown a stone at Daniel. The Enquiry Officer believed Daniel s version in pre 
ierence to the Accused s version . 

Before the Board , Danie! in MW1 ard Accused Chellappan is ww6. There 
was no evidence worth the name in the enquiry nor is there any here to sub 
stantiate the Accused s plea of seifdefence. The injury, sustained by Daniel 
which is indisputably proved by the medical evidence conclusively 

establishes 
the allegedl assault. 

Learned Counsel for the Union naturally did not press for reinstatement. 
He only prayed for payment of gratuity to the worker having regard to his length 
of service which is about 16 years. We allow this claim . The Management is 
directed to pay him whatever gratuity he is entitled to under law . 
:6) T.V Varghese (No. 393). 

He was a supervisor in the East Tea Division of the Estate . He was charge 
shected unler clause (h ) of Standing Order 22 for having assaulted the Assistant 
Conductor V. V. Mathew on 3rd July 1966 at about 8.30 p . m . Varghese is alleged 
to have caught hold of Mathew and hit him hard , on his face near the left car. 
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The rnquiry was conducted by Mr. Sharpe, MW 17 Pages 139 to 157 of 
Ex. Mi, contain the enquiry proceedings. The enquiry was conducted exparte 
as the Accused failed to appear despite repeated notices to him by registered post 
with acknowledgement due and the allixture of notices on his line room door . 
The enquiry is seen to have been adjourned 5 times for the appearance of the 
accused. covering a period of about 2 months . 

In the enquiry , witnesses were examined for the Management. They were 
(1) V. V. Mathew , Conductor who was the victim of the assault (2 ) Supervisor, 
Damodaran who was standing by the side of a nearby shop and who went to 
the scene of the occurrence on hearing the shouts from there (3) Oonooni, a 
worker who was also present at the time and (4 ) and Kultappan , it stranger 
who hnd also witnessed the incident. All these witnesses fave consistent 
version . According to Mathew , Varghese was waiting for luim on the road near 
the East Division Mustershed. On seeing him , Varghese asked him whal authority 
he had to catch his cow and demanded return of the sum of Rs 3 which Mathew 
had collected from a relation of Varghese on the previous Saturday as impound 
ing fee . After that, he caught hold of Mathew s tumbrella and hit him harel on 
the left side of his face near the car and across the cheek . The assault took 
place in the presence of other workers and the victim was a member of the stall. 
In view of these aggravating circumstances , the punishment awarded was one of 
dismissal. 

Before the Board , Mathew has given « vidence as MW5 and Damodaran as 
MWV6 . T.J. Varghese is WW7. In his evidence here, WW7 admits that he met 
Mathew al. the time and place in question and that he had peremptorily demand 
cd repayınent of a loan of Rs. 300 and a further sum of Rs. 2 collected by 
Mathew for impounding a cow . He also admits having told Mathew that he 
will no! be allowed to proceed unless the amount was paid then tud there . 
These admissions are very significant because they go a long way to probabilise 
the truth of the Management s case . Be it noted in this connection that in the 
Union Statement there is only a bald denial of the incident. 

L.carned Counsel for the Union , Mr. Raman Pillai, concerned that the 
Management was perfectly justified in conducting the enquiry exparle. His 
main contention is that the management witnesses have grossly exaggerated the 
incident out of all proportion and he points out that there are some discrepancies 
between the testimony of MW5 and MWG so that their evidence cannot be taken 
it its face value. lle also invites our attention to the fact that there was : 
poli case regarding the same incident which ended in the equillal of the 
accuseal. 

We have carefully examined the evidence in the enquiry as well as here 
and we have no hesitation in finding that the Management s case is true. The 
acquittal in the criminal case is of no relevance since the standard of proof there 
is Jillerent. The judgment in the criminal case is also not produced. We may 
also add that the accused is not adduced any evidence to show that the con 
plainant Mathew owed any grudge or illwill towards him except his word of 
mouth .

In view of the conclusion we have reached , we uphold the conviction as 

ihe punishment awarded in this case . 
( 7) Paul Raj ( 1113) 

He was employed as a worker in the West Tea Division of the estate . 
There were two charges against him viz ., (1 ) wilful insubordination or disobedi 
ence of orders in that, though he attended Muster and was allotted work ( weed 
ing ) he did not go for work , and (2 ) he absented himself from work without 
permission for more than 10 days continuously. 

The enquiry was conducted by Mr. A. N. Norris , Superintendent of the Estate . 
Pages 138 to 175 of Ext. M1 are the enquiry records. The Management exa 
mined T. V. Mathai ( Conductor) and Issac (Supervisor). One Chelamuthu 
(No. 703) was examined as a defence witness at the request of the Accused 
worl.er. Toe Accused worker gave evidence that he used to attend Muster every 
day bul was refused work by the conductor. This was fully supported by the 
deferee Winess. According to the Accused , the charges have been fabricated 
against him by the conductor because he had received a sum of Rs. 50 as bonus 
for bringing labourers to the estate which amount the conductor took away from 
him and did not return and there was a quarrel between them about it. 

The Enquiry Officer was not examined before the Board . Only the conduc 
tor and Supervisor have been examined. They are MWs 7 & 8 respectively . It is 
seen from their depositions that the Muster Roll would be the best evidence to 
show the attendence or absence of the Accused worker . That has not been produced 
here nor was it produced in the enquiry. It is also admitted that the Accused 
was present for Muster on several dales during the relevant period. The question 
naturally arises as to why he should do so and then refuse to go for the work 
allotted to him . Such conduct is highly improbable and hard to believe. The 
Enquiry Oficer has not adverted to these features and he has been carried away 
by extreaneous considerations. The evidence of the defence witness, Choiamuthu 
has not been ever: as much as noticed . We are therefore constrained to hold 
that the charges have not been proved. It follows that the Anding of guilty has 
to be set aside. We accordingly direct the Management to reinstate this worker 
in service with continuity of service but without back wages . 
(8 ) Vasu (No. 764 ) und Varughese (No. 866 ). 

These workers are nos. (1 ) and (2 ) in the order of reference. As already 
stated, the Management filed their supplementary written statement regarding 
these workers only during the closing stages of the trial. 

Both these workers were dismissed on charges of " theft, fraud or dishonesty 
in connection with the employer s properly " , (to wit, scrap rubber ) under 
clause 22 (c) of the Standing Orders. The enquiry record relating to these 
workers was produced by the Management on 11-11-1969 and it was marked by 
consen! as Ext. 122 on 30-12-1969. Apart from examining the General Secretary 
of the Union as W1V8, the Union has not adduced any other cvidence. The 
evidence of WW8 is only hearsay. It follows that the finding in the enquiries 
contained in Ext. 21 against these workers must stand . 
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Mr. Raman Pillai submitted that he does not press for their reinstatement 
and that he would Le content iſ their dismissals are converted into lischarge 
and they are given relief by way of gratuity or retrenchment compensation. We 
think that this prayer is only reasonable since the Management came forwar ? 
with the inquiry record, Ext. M22 only long after the Union had closed thei : 
cvicience. Learned Counsel for the Management was subrnitting in the early 
stages that the enquiry record was not forthcoming after search and that lie may 
not be pressing the case against these two workers. 

We therefore order that the dismissals of these two workers will be con 
verted into discharge and further order that if these workers are entitled to 
gratuity according to law they will be paid gratuity, and that in case they are 
found not entitled to gratuity, they will be paid retrenchment compensation . 

An award is passed in the above terms. It shall come into force on the 
expiry of 30 days after its publication in the official Gazelle.

DRAFT AMENDMENTS 
In rule 21 of the said rules,

“ ( iii) All realisations under clause (1) and all deductions under 
clause (ii ) shall be recorded in registers maintained in Form I and Form II 
respeciively. A return in Form III shall be submitted annually by every 
employer, who has made any realisation or deduction as aforesaid , to the 
Assistant Labour Officer baving jurisdiction over the area, so as to reach him 
on or before the 1st day of February of the succeeding year. In case no 
realisation under clause (1) or deduction under clause (i ) is made during 
any year, the employer shall submit an annualreturn in Form IIIA , to the 
Assistant Labour Officer having jurisdiction over the area , so as to reach him 
on or before the said date . 

Provided that, if the Inspector is of opinion that any muster roll or 
register maintained as part of the routine of an establishment gives in respect 
of any or all the employed persons in that establishment the particulars 
required in the forms prescribed under this sub -rule he may , by order in 
writing direct that such roll or register shall to the corresponding extent, be 
maintained in place of and be treated as the register of that establishment 
required to be maintained under this sub-rule.

ORDER 
According to the G. O. read as first paper above increment shall ordi 
narily be drawn as a matter of course unless it is withheld, and the issue of 
formal sanction for the drawal of increments is not necessary. In G. O. 
Ms 134 /67/ Fin . dated 18-4-1967 , item ( 3 ) Part I of the Annexure to G. O. 
Ms. 91/60 / Fin . dated 23-2-1960 relating to delegation of powers of Depart 
mental Officers in thematter of sanctioning of increments to the subordinate 
(non -Gazette 1 Officers) was deleted . While issuing amendments to the dele 
gation of Administrative powers to the P. W. D. Officers in G. 0. read as 
second paper, powers were, however, delegated to the Superintending Engi 
neer, Executive Engineer and Assistant Engineer to sanction or to withhold 
increments including those at the stage of the efficiency bar as laid down in 
para 2 (v ), para 3 (v) and para 4 (iii ) of the G. O. respectively. The Chief 
Engineer (General, Buildings and Roads) has in the letter read as third paper 
pointed out that in view of the position stated above the portion relating to 
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the powers f the officers of the P.W.D. regarding sanctioning of increments 
to the subordinates (N. G. Os) as per paras 2 ( v) , 3 (v ) and 4 ( iii) of the G. O. 
read as second paper requires change. 

Drawal of increments by officers are governed by Rule 31 Part I of the 
Kerala Service Rules which are statutory in character. Withholding of 
incrementincluding those at the stage of the efficiency bar is also governed 
by the relevant provisions in the K. C. S. (C. C. & A.) Rules, 1960. The 
provisions in the K. P. W. D. Code cannot over-ride the statutory provisions 
in the Kerala Service Rules or K. C. S. (C. C. & A.) Rules. Hence to be in 
conformity wi h the provisions in the K. S. Rs. and K. C.S. (C. C. & A.) 
Rules the following amendments to the G. O. read as second paper are 
issued .

AMENDMENT 
C. S. No. 206 /70 /Fin . dated 5th October 1970. 
In Part I of the said Rules: 

In rule 28 - A , after the existing provisos the following proviso shall be 
added , namely: 

" Provided that if he either has previously held substantively or officiated 
in (i) the same post or (ii) a permanent or temporary post on the same time 
scale or (iii) a permanent post on an identical time-scale or a temporary . 
post on an identical time-scale, such post þcing on the same time-scale as a 
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permanent post, then the initial pay shall not be less than the pay which he 
drew on the last such occasion and he shall count for increment the period 
during which he drew that pay on such last or any previous occasions" . 

This amendment shall be deemed to have come into force from 
21-7-1964.

S. R. O. No. 388,70 . - In exercise of the powers conferred by section 29 
of the Abkari Act, I of 1077 and in supersession of the Cochin Winery 
Rules, 1121 , the Government of Kerala hereby make the following rules for 
the establishment of Wineries and for the inspection and supervision thereof, 
namely : -- 


THE KERALA WINERY RULES , 1970 
1. Short title and commencement.-- (1 ) "These rules 

mly be called the 
Kerala Winery Rules 1970 . 

( 2 ) They shall come into force atance . 
2. Definitions. - In these Rules, 

(1) " Act" means the Abkari Act, I of 1077 ; 

(2 ) " Assistant Excise Commissioner" mean : an Officer in charge of an 
Excise Division and includes any Officer appointed by the Government 
under clause ( f ) of section 4 of the Act to exercise the powers and perform 
the duties of an Assistant Excise Commissioner; 

(3) " Chemical Examiner " means the Chemical Examiner to the State 
Government and includes such other Officer whom the Government may, 
at any time appoint as Chemical Examiner. 

(4 ) “ Commissioner " means the Commissioner of Excise, Kerala and 
includes any oiher Officer specially empowered by the Government to 
exercise throughout the State of Kerala all or any of the powers of the Com 
missioner under the Act; 

(5 ). " Excise Inspector" means an Officer in charge of an Excise Range 
and includes any officer appointed by the Government under clause (1) of 
section 4 of the Act to exercise the powers and perform the functions of an 
Excise Inspector ; 

(6 ) " Form ” means form appended to these rules; 

(7 ) " fortification " means the addition of recrified spirit (or brandy) to 
wine for preventing wine from turning cour ; 

(8) " lces means the residue lefi on straining off wine after completion 
of the process of fermentation ; 

(9) " must" meansthe pressed juice of raisins. 
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( 10 ) “ Oficer- in - charge" means an Officer of the Excise Department 
appointed by the Commision r to super ise ine wor in the Winery ; 

(!1) " proof spirit" means a mix ure of alcohol and water , which at a 
temperature of 50 F . weigh inelve -thiricenth pit of an equal volume of 
dist lled water; having a density of 0.91981 at 60 °F . and containing 49.24 
per cent by weight of alcohol ad 50.76 per cent by weight of water or 
57.06 % by volume of al ohol; 

( 12) " wine " means the product obtained on alcoholic fermentation, 
of grape juice or pulp or juice of any other frit patural or fortified , the 
alcoholic conteut of warch Goes not e.ceed 4.4 p r cent of proof spirit ; 

(13 , " winery " means a wineminuſactory ; 

( 14 ) " young wine” means the fermented unmatured wine product 
obtained immediately after straining off the lees. 

3. Application for licence.- (1): Any person desirous of obtaining a licence 
to estabLsh a winery in the Sta e shall apply to the Commissioner in writing . 

( 2) The application shall bea ; court fee scamp to the value prescribed 
by law and shall be a companied by: 

(a ) a plan in triplicate drawn to scale on tracing cloth showing: 
(i) the description of the buildings in which the winery is 

proposed to be established , and 
(ii) the description of fermenting and storage vessels and other 

utensils which are propused to be used : 
(b ) a project report showing the technical details and process of 
manufacture; 

( c) a treasury receipt for the rcmittance of Rs. 250 being the licence 
fee; and 

(d ) an undertaking that the applicant is willing to meet the cost of 
supervisory establishment. 

4. Conditions to be satisfi :d for the grant of the licence.-- ( i) On receipt of an 
application under rule, 3 the Commissioner shal make such enquiry as he 
deems necessary and after enguiy he shall make a report to he Government 
of the eligiti ity or o ...erwise of the applicanı for the l.cenue along wish the 
application and a copy of he plan . Tic Comissioner shall, ii exercising 
his powers under this rule, have regard to the following considerations, 
namely : 

(i) . Whether the applicant has been convicted of any offence against 
the Abkari Act , or of any cognizable and non -bailable offence or of and 
ošlence under the Dangerous Drugs Act, 1930 , or under the Trade any 
Merchandise Marks Act 1958 or under Sections 478 to 489 of the Indian 
Penal Code, 1860. 

(ii ) whether the personal circumstances, and previous experience of 
the applicant in the line justily the grant of a icence ; 

(iii) whether the financial position of the applicant is sound ; 
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(iv) whether there is actual nee ! fra licence considering requires 
ments of wine for consumptico wi.hin the State and for export ou s.dc tac 
State ; 

(v ) whether the technical details and process of manuf.cture are 
satisfactory; 

(vi) any orher matter which the Commissioner considers to be 
relevent 

(2) Any : dd tio i or alte ation.rdered by the Commissiune, in the 
buildi ig etc., shall no duly carrie out by the applicant. 

(3 ) (a ) The Commisioner may, at any time, by himself or by any 
other officer deputed by him for the purpose, verify whether the descriptio s 
and plays are accurate and whether they s.tisfy :he requirements of a winery 
and if they are deemed inaccur.ee or fond not s tifying the specifications, 
hemay , require the applic nt to revise the plan. 

(b ! The applicant shall afford to the officermentioned in cause a ) 
frec access 

to the preises and all f.cilities which my re son.bly be 
required . 

( ) If the licence is not grante I, the fee of Rs. 250 remitted by the 
applicant shall be refunded . 

(5 ) Persons desirous bf constructi g new buil ing or equippin ; an 
already existing oe to be used sa w nery, shall, befrr commenci & the 
work , submit pl ns of thebling ..nd descriptions of the plant (in tripli 
cate ) to the Commiss oncr for approval. 

(6 ) If the Government prove the plan and accord sanction for a 
winery, the f.ct of such approv Ishll be c minunicated to the a plicant 
through the Excise Comris i ner . No alteration ( r : ddition shall be m de 
in or to the building or uter sils or ve sels etc , once constructed .r installe. 
after approval of the plan without the previous s uction of the Com 
inissioner , 

5. Grant and renewal of Licence.-- (1) A winery lice ice shall be grante ! 
only to an applicant approved by the Gover me it. 

(2 ) Every ruch licence hall be i-sued by the Commi sioner in 
Form Wi. 

( 3 ) Every lice ice shall ake effit on uch a ca may be pe ified 
therein an I shall be in forc : un il the last d y ofMarch following . 

(4 ) No such licence shall be is u : ccept o . payme it of a fee of 
Rs. 250 for a year or parttereof. 

(5 ) (a ) A wicy 1 cnce my an pl cation to h . C mm :sio er, 
be renewed by im for a period fun.c ye ra a ticor uch other sio ier 
period as the Government may, in priicular ca:rs, dir :ct. 


(b ) Every application for renewal shall be forwarded through the 
Excise Inspector in charge of the winery at least one month before the expiry 
of the licence and shall be accompanied by 

(i) a treasury receipt for Rs. 250 ; 
(ii) a fresh plan duly certified by the officer in charge of the 

winery in case there is any charge in the building or utensils 

since the issue of the previous licence ; and 
(iii ) if there has been no change, by a certificate to that effect 

from the officer -in -charge . 
6. Mortgage of buildings, etc.- ( 1) Every licensee shall execute a mortage 
deed in Form W2 or W2 ( A ), as the case may be , binding him for himself , 
his heirs, legal representatives and assignecs to observe the conditions of the 
licence and hypothecating the winery buildings, machinery, apparatus, 
together with the stock ofwine, etc., as security for ihe payment of all sums 
which may become due to Goverament by way of duty of excise , rents, 
penalties, fines or other payments due under the provisions of his licence . 
In case of neglect or refusal to execute the mortage deed as aforesaid within 
ten days of the date on which the approval of an application for a licence 
shall have been communicated , such approval may be withdrawn and the fee 
already paid may be forfeited . 

(2) In lieu of executing the mortgage deed , the licence may deposit 
Government promisory note : endorsed to the Commissioner, of such value as 
the Governmentmay direct, or furnish cash security to that extent. 

7. Additional licence for bottling--- Bottling licence in Form W3may be issued 
to the licensee on payment of a licence ice of Rs. 200 . 

8. Place of manufacture and storage .--- ( 1) The place of manufacture and 
storage shall consist of at least sis rooms, namely : - 

(i) for crushing, extraction and solution ofmaterials ; 
(ii) for fermentation ; 
(jii) for bottling and other operations ; 
(iv ) for storage of rectified spirit ; 
(v ) for fortification ; and 
(vi) for warehouse. 

( 2) All these roomsshall be provided with ceiling. There shall be 
only one door -way to each room and the door shall be provided with double 
locking arrangements on the outside ; one for the licensee and the other for 
the Officer-in -charge. All the windows shall be provided with expanded 
metal protection on the outside and with shutters which could be fastened 
from inside. In the operation room and in the warehouse room provision 
shall be made for a table and chair for the Officer-in -charge near the cntrace 
and the operation in those roomsshall be conducted in such a way that the 
Officer-in -charge seate i at his table can have a direct view of the opera 
tions. 
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(3 ) Apart from these, a separate room shall be provided to the Officer 
in -charge for his office near the entrance to the Winery . 

9. Arrangement of vessels.- (1) . All vessels and receptacles for collecting 
juice, extracis, etc. of grapes or raisins or for dissolving sugar, all those inten 
ded to be used for fermenting, clarification , or storing wine and the ves: el or 
vessels intended for storing rectified spirit, shall be so placed as to admit of 
their contents being accurately gauged and measured . 

( 2 ) Permanent vessels for the storage of alcohol received underbond 
and of finished wine on which duty has not been paid shall be so placed and 
fixed as to admit of their contents being accurately gauged and measured to 
the satisfaction of the Commissioner or to the Officer empowered by him for 


the purpose. 


( 3 ) Receptacles for the storage of finished wine in the Warchouse may 
be of wood , porcelain or glass as may be convenient and necessary ; but all 
vessels containing wine on which duty has not been paid shall be made 
capable of being either secured with Abkari locks or sealed . 

(4 ) All vessels shall be gauged by an officer specially deputed for the 
purpose by the Commissioner. They shall bear the distinctive serialnumber 
which will be registered and their full capacities shall be distinctly marked 
on them . 

10. Minor alterations in buildings etc .- ( 1) No repairs shall be executed to 
either the buildings or the plant and no alterations shall be made in the 
position or capacity of any gauged vesselwithout the previous sanction of the 
Commissioner. Without the Commissioner s previous consent no addition 
either to the building or to the plantshall be donc: 

Provided that in the following cases the Officer- in -charge may permit 
additions and alterations subject to immcdiate report and subsequent appro 
val of the Coromissioner, namely :-- 

(a ) addition , alteration or repairs to collecting and , fermenting 
vessels ; 

( b ) repairs to all gauged vessels ; and 

(*) repairs of an emergent nature. 

(2 ) The Officer-in -charge of the Winery may permit the repairs of an 
einergent nature subject to ratification of the Commissioner . 

(3 ) Before any vessel so altered can ic again taken into use, it shall be 
regauged and new iable constructeil , if necessary . 

(4 ) In all cases, a full report containing details regarding the repairs, 
additions or alterations that have been permitted to be executed shall be 
forwarded to the Commissioner through the Assistant Excise Commissioner 
within 24 hours ofthe grant of the permission and the facts shall also be 
noted in the diary for the day of the Officer- in -charge .

11. Locking and other arrangements.-- (1) All manholes, cocks and other 
appertures of stills and spirit vessels mu t be so made that they can be locked 
with abkari locks and must be provided with suitable fas.enings. 

( 2) Fastenings for locks shall also be provided at such other points as 
tlie Commissionermay consider necessary. 

(3) The fastenings shall beso arranged as to exisure the use ofminimum 
numbers of locks, should the licensee require locks to be attached to fasten 
ing for his convenience or to save him the expense ofmaking alterations; the 
cost of all such locks shall be borne by him . 

(4) The keys of all such locks will be retained by the officer- in -charge 
of the winery . 

(5) The licensees are at liberty to affix their own locks in addition to 
Government locks on to any fastening , provided that they shall always on 
the requisition of the officer -in -charge or any superior officer of the Esscise 
Department immediately remove their locks. 

(6 ) Abkari Ticket locks or other similar locks which may be supplied 
for use in wineries shall be used in accordance with the following in truc 
tions,namely: 

(a ) No locks save thore supplied from the Commissioner s office shall 
be used without the special orders of the Commissioner in each case ; 

(b ) Officers in charge of a winery will be supplied with books of 
tickets in the subjoined form for use with Abkari locks. 
Book No. 179 on 31-3-19.0 10-15 A.B. Bouk No. 179 on 31-3-1940 10-15 
off 2-4-1940 11 A.B. 

off 2.4-1940 11 A.B. 
(c ) When an Abkari lock is affixed to any pipe, cock , receptacle, 
door , etc., the officer affixing it shall enter on the first blank ticket in the 
book and on its counterfoil, with his ini ials, the current date , hour and 
minute and the description of the pipe , cock , etc., on which he is about to 
affix the lock , the hour being numbered 1 to 24 and counted from midnight, 
and after making the necessary entries in his diary at once remove the ticket 
from the book and place it in the space provided for the purpose under the 
upper part of the flap which is hinged on to the front of the lock , taking care 
that the ticket is pierced by the spikes which stand up in the space in 
question . 

(d ) The flap should then be firmly closel on to the top of the ticket 
and the locs be fastened on to the pipe, cock , etc., as the case may be. 

(e) The entries on tickets and their counterfoils should be abbre 
viated as follows: 

for still, write sl.; 
for store vat, write S. V .; 


for issue vat, write I. V .; 
and so on , the number of the still , etc., being added when there is morc 
than one . 

(f ) Care should be taken to make the entries on the tickets in such 
part thereof that they may be clearly seen through the opening in the flap 
without unfastening the lock . 

( g ) When the Abkari lock has to be removed froin any pipe, etc., 
the officer in charge should first move the key hole cover to one side so as to 
expose the ticket which will be visible through the upper hole in the flap , 
and which he should carefully examine, to ascertain if it has been in any way 
tampered with , 

(h ) If it is in the condition in which it was inserted, the officer shall 
at once remove the ticket, enter on it the date, hour and minutes of removal 
with his initials , carefully smooth it out and give it on to the blank space 
left for the purpose at the edge of its counterfoil, the hours being counted 
from midnight and numbered 1 to 24 . 

(i) In every case in which a ticket appears to have been tampered 
with , the officer in charge shall at once send for his superior officer or the 
Assitant Excise Commissioner of the Division in which the winery is situated 
ifat band , or for an officer of Police or a superior officer of some other 
department or other trustworthy person as may be feasible , and should cause 
such oficer or person to make a careful examination of the state of the 
ticket in the presence of himself and the licensee concerned cr his authorised 
servant, 

( j) The result of the examination should be recorded in writing and 
certified to be collect by the licensee or his authorised servant and in the 
event of the latter disagreeing with the conclusions arrived at by the examin 
ing officer or person , the nature of his objections should be recorded on the 
statement. 

(s ) The statement should then be signed by the Officer -in -charge of 
the winery, who will note its receipt in his diary and at once submit a full 
report enclosing both the statements and the ticket in the exact condition 
in which it was removed from the lock to his immediate superior. 

(1) Immediately the lock is removed , the portion of the winery, or the 
plant, as the case may be, controlled by the lock should be carefully exami 
ned in order to ascertain whether any spirits have been removed or other 
infraction of the law has been committed , and if anything of the sort should 
appear to have happened , the necessary action must at once be taken by 
the officer, either directly under his powers uader the Abkari Act or through 
the Police according to the nature of the case. 

(m ) , All ticket books and the keys of all locks, whether in use or 
not, must invariably be kept in the personal custody of the officer in charge 
and under lock and keys, and if the keys are large and heavy, a strong 
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iron hasp and staple should be affixed to an office table drawer or to a cup 
board door or to a chest of drawers or an almirah or to a stout and heavy box 
which cannot be stolen and removed without detection , in which , should 
be kept the ticket books, keys and spare locks with their keys. 

(n ) The office table or other receptacle, as above described should be 
securely fastened down if otherwise movable, to the floor or into the wall of 
the office room , and the hasp should be secured with one of the locks so that 
the officer in charge may have one key only to carry about with him . 

(0) Tickets shall be used with this lock and also with the lock affixed 
to the office door, and the officer shall keep only these two keys on his 
person , by night as well as by day . 

(P ) In coursed wineries, the locks on the office door and the table, 
almirah , etc., in which the keys are kept will be issued with as many keys as 
there are officers at the winery and each officer shall be held responsible for 
the key handed over to him . 

(q ) An officer proceeding on transfer or on leave will hand over the 
key personally to the officer relieving him , in the event of no relief being 
afforded , to the officer who will be in charge of winery . 

(r ) A special entry should be made in the store register maintained 
at the winery showing the names of the officers in possession of the keys. 

(7) Officers taking over charge of wineries shall be personally 
responsible for seeing that all locks and ticket books are duly accounted for 
to them and must report any deficiencies that may be discovered. 

(8 ) All lock and ticket books shall be accounted for in the store register 
and all locks and their keys should also be entered in a register in the 
following form :

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(9 ) The register mentioned in sub-rule (8 ) shall be maintained in the 
Winery office and in the office of the Commissioner and on the fly leaf of the 
register a complete list of the fastenings which are secured with abkari locks 
shall be entered . 


(10 ) Columns in the weekly Diary maintained by officers in charge of 
wineries shall be filed up at the time the ticke.s are put up on and taken off , 
and when a ciary is :um.lied , the tickets taken off since the submission of 
the last preceding diary shall be removed from the book and be seul up 
with the diary . 

( 11) The tickets shall be destroyed by the A : sistant Excise Commis 
sioner in the quarter following that in which they were receivcd. 

(12 ) The locks us.:d for the sever..I parts of the winery , shall be 
changed at least once every fortnight and at irregulir intervals, so that the 
same .ock may not be known to be continuously in use on any particular 
fastening 

(13) Should a lock while on fastening refuse to be unlocked , it must be 
remove by fill ng through the fastening and if the lock that so refuses to be 
uolo :kei is attice 1 to a co :k which has the locking staple cast with ihe cock, 
thehpof the lo :k inay be cut for rem sving it. 

( 14) Any lock which cannot be locked or unlocked or which has beca 
tampered with or is defective in its working shall be withdrawn from use 
and shall be sentfr examinition : o the Assistant Excise Commissioner who 
shall make suitable arrangements to get them examined and repaired . 

(15 ) In the case of locks tampered with , the arrangements of the 
levers shall be altered and new keys provided ,

29. Loss of wine to be reported .-- All losses of wine due to leakage or 
breakage of vessels a : d receptacles shall be immediately recorded in the 
appropriate registers and a report .f it sent to the Assistant Excise Commis 
sioner on the same day with ihe explanation of the licensec for appropriate 
action . 

30. Quartery slock- taking. Stock shall be taken of all finished products 
in the Warehouse and of the rectified spirit in the store , at the end of each 
quarter and the resuli reporied to the Assistant Excise Commissioner in Form 
W13 and W14 . 

31. Wastage.-- If at the quarterly stock-taking, any deficiency in stock 
is noticed and if it is deemed to be excessive, the Assistant Excise Com 
missioner sha !l impose duty on such deficiency if he is not satisficd with the 
explanation of he licensee and the licensee shall be bound to ply the same 
as soon as the Assis.ant Excise Commissioner s order imposing the duty is 
received by him : 

Provided that if it is proved to the satisfaction of the Com.rissioner that 
such defisiency could not have been prevented by the exerı ise of proper 
care and precaution , and the wine cald not have passed into consumption , 
the duty levied on such deficiency shall be rcfunded .

33. Separate batch number for each lot.-- A distinctive batch number shall 
be given to each lot of wine manufactured at a time. 

34. Destruction of bad quality wine: - If, on chemical analysis, any batch of 
wine is found to have deteriorated in quality, such wine may be destroyed 
under the orders of the Commissioner in the presence of the Assistant Excise 
Commissioner having jurisdiction over the Winery and the quantity so 
uestroyed shall be writ en off the accounts . 

35. Loss of wine otiierwis: than by leakage etc.- ny lo s not covered by 
rules 29 and 31 shall be reported to the Assistant Exise Commissioner who 
shall order the levy of dilty at the prescribed rate in the absence of 
satisfactory explanati n from the licensee. The Commissioner me, however, 
waive the duty on the wine so lost, it he is satisfied that the loss was due to 
accidental, natural or unavoidablc causes and that the wine has not gone 
into consumption .

8. The licensee shall not sell wine to any person at any time in a 
smaller quantity than what is specifie1 in , and contrary to, the conditions 
herein iulicated .

(AMENDMENT) BILL, 1970

BILL 


Turther to amend the Kerala Court-Fees and Suits Valuation Act , 1959. 


Preamble :-WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the Kerala 
Court- Fees and Suits Valuation Act, 1959, for the purposes herein 
after appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Twenty -first Year of the Republic of India 
as follows: 

1 Short title and commencement.- ( 1 ) This Act may be called 
the Kerala Court -Fees and Suits Valuation ( Amendment) Act, 1970 . 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the Government may 
by notification in the Gazeite , appoint. 

2 . Insertion of new section 744. - After section 74 of the Kerala 
Court-Fees and Suits Valuation Act, 1959 (10 of 1960) (hereinafter 
referred to as the principal Act), the following section shall be inserted , 
namely : 

* 74A . Special provision regarding certain appeals.- ( 1) Notwith 
standing anything contained in the foregoing provisions of this Act, 
the Court shall admit the memorandum of appeal in respect of an 
appeal against the decree in a suit referred to in clause (ii) of sub . 
section ( 1 ) of section 74 , presented by the plaintiff in such suit , even 
though the fee chargeable under this Act has not been paid , and , after 
such admission , calculate the amount of court-fec chargeable in 
respect of such memorandum of appeal under the provisions of this 
Act and require the Collector of the district to pay the fee 

SO 
chargeable : 

Provided that, in the following cases, the court shall not admit 
such memorandum of appeal if the fee payable under this Act has 
not been paid , namely : 

( a ) When the court has not required the Collector of the 
district under sub -section (1 ) of section 74 to pay the fee chargeable 
under this Act in respect of the suit in which the decree appealed 
against was passed ; 
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(b ) When the suit has been dismissed wholly or in part on 
the ground that the claim or portion of it made in the suit was false 
or vexatious and the court recorded a finding to the effect that it 
was so 

(2 ) Every memorandum of appeal referred to in sub -section (1 ) 
shall, when presented to the court, be accompanied by such documents 
and records containing such particulars as may be prescribed . 

( 3) If the court finds that the appellant is not entitled to the 
concession under sub -section ( 1) , it shall require the appellant to pay 
the fee chargeable in respect of the memorandum of appeal under 
the provisions of this Act , and , on such payment, the memorandum 
shall be deemed to have been duly stamped at the time of presenta 
tion . 

( 4 ) On receipt of a requisition from the court under sub -section 
( 1 ) for payment of court-fee , the Collector shall pay the required fee 
within the time specified by the court. 

(5 ) Where the appellant succeeds in an appeal referred to in 
sub - section ( 1 ), the fee chargeable in respect of the memorandum of 
appeal under the provisions of this Act shall be recoverable by the 
Government from the party ordered by the court to pay the same, 
and shall be a first charge of the subject matter of the suit in which 
the decree appealed against was passed . 

(6 ) The Government shall have the right at any time to apply 
to the court to make an order for the payment of court fees under 
sub- section (5 ) . 

(7 )

principal Act, in 
Schedule II , 

( a ) in Article 10, 

(i) in clause (i), for the words " fifty paise " in column ( 3) , 
the words " one rupee" shall be substituted ; 

(ii) in clause (j) , for the words " one rupee and fifty paise " 
in column (3 ), the words " one rupee" shall be substituted . 

(b ) in Article II in clause ( u ) , in sub - clause ( iv ), for the 
words, 

" the Office of Mayor of the Corporation of Trivandrum 
or 
the Corporation of Calicut" , the words the Office of Mayor of a 
Municipal Corporation " shall be substituted . 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


Under Sections 73 and 74 of the Kerala Court- Fees and Suits 
Valuation Act, 1959 ( 10 of 1960) certain concessions have been given 
in regard to suits filed by Societies registered under the Societies 
Registration Act, by registered Trade Unions, by members of Sche. 
duled Castes or Scheduled Tribes, etc. These concessions are not 
available in the case of appeals by these persons or societies. It is, 
therefore, considered necessary to make suitable amendment to the 
Kerala Court-Fees and Suits Valuation Act, 1959 ( 10 of 1960 ) to 
make provisions for extending such concessions in cases of filing 
of appeals also by a member of the Scheduled Caste or Scheduled 
Tribe. 

The Taxation Enquiry Committee has recommended a change 
in the rates of 37 paise and 75 paise given in Schedule I to the Kerala 
Court- Fees and Suits Valuation Act to 40 paise and 80 paise respec 
tively . Similarly the committee recommended a uniform rate of 
fee payable on miscellaneous petitions under Articles 10 (i) (ii) and 
10 (j) (ii) of Schedule II to the said Act. Under Article 10 (i) (ii) 
the fee payable on an application or petition when presented to 
Government is 50 paise while the fee under Article 10 (i) (ii) to a 
similar petition when presented to the Board of Revenue or Chief 
Executive Authority is Rupee One and fifty paise. It is considered 
necessary to amend this article bringing in a uniform rate of fee of 
Rupee One only in both the cases. 

* It is also considered necessary to amend sub-clause (iv ) of 
Clause (u ) of Article II of Schedule II to the said Act so as to make 
it applicable to Election Petition questioning the election of a person 
in respect of the office of Mayor of the Corporation of Cochin or 
any other Corporations which may be constituted in future. 

The Bill is intended to achieve the above objects . 


FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


The Bill if enacted and brought into operation would not involve 
any expenditure from the consolidated fund of the State . 


MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 


Sub -section ( 2 ) of new section 74A , referred to in clause 2 of 
the Bill empowers the Government to make rules to provide for the 
particulars to be contained in the documents and records which 
have to be presented to the court along with every memorandum of 
appeal. The matters in respect of which rules may be made are of 
a routine and administrative character . Moreover the rules are 
also subject to the scrutiny of the Legislative Assembly .
